he read to the congregation with ex­ 
planations, in order to quiet th<*lr fears. 
Rumors of the Intended use of dyna­ 
mite apply also to banks and govern­ 
ment buildings.. 
These are believed 
to some extent by the more credulous 
and timorous classes, but the persons 
most informed do not attach much 
wenght to the rumors. 
A feeling akin to consternation has 
been caused by the publication In the 
papers of renewed rum ors of an im ­ 
pending popular outbreak. It is feared 
th at the slightest incident, accidental 
or manevolent, among vast congrega­ 
tions which will attend the churches 
Saturday night may cause a panic 
with appalling consequences.
